Groups of these children live 
in separate cottage units under 
the watchful eygs of “house mo- 
thers.” They are provided with 
every need, educated and equip- 
ped with vocations that will 
eventually permit them to earn 
their own livelihoods. 

Today the V. F. W. National 
Home represents a million dol- 
lar investment in property, 
buildings and equipment. More 
than twenty state V. F. W. units 
have built six and eight room 
houses for occupancy by chil- 
dren segregated into family 
groups under the care of “house 
mothers.” ;
